There can be no questioning 
the point that Britain’s prestige 
suffered a heavy blow when, as 
champion of collective pressure 
on Italy, she failed to prevent or 
stop the Italo-Ethiopian war. 
Had she been able to secure the 
support which she had every 
reason to hope for, Ethiopia 
would probably never have fanen 
into Italian hands, and’ the 
League of Nations would nol 
been left. in the difficult 
position in which it finds itself 
to-day, with Ethiopia still claim- 
ing a right sovereignty over its 
own territory. To that extent, 
the blame, for inaction docs not 
lie wholly at Britain’s door. It 
is true that Britain might have 
taken on Italy single-handed, but 
such a step might easily have 
provoked-2 world war. Matters 
would have -been different had 
united pressure been brought by 
League members on Italy, the 


—faggressor.— Since-the Italian-oc- 


cupation of Ethiopia, there have 
been suggestions in certain 
quarters that Britain ‘has lost 
grip of the Mediterranean situa- 
tion—that, in fact, she intends 


*Jto adopt a policy involving scut- 
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tling from her base at Malta. 
The growth of the Italian air 
arm has: undoubtedly eraed' || 
this British Colony to danger, 
situate as it is within short. fly- 
ing distance of the Italian aero- 
dromes. But Sir Samuel Hoare, 
who has been on a tour in the. 
Mediterranean, categorically de- 
clares that Britain has no inten- 
tion of abdicating her position; 
that, on the contrary, she in- 
tends to face the new situation 
ina manner which will make the 
position secure for the future.

Of course, _ bearing ‘of income 
on happiness b jecomes more real and 
more immediate - when, instead of 
being a bachelor, with .only oneself 
to-cater for, one has a wife and 
three or four children, For people 
thus placed, there {s -a\ money 
minimum below which happiness is 
not so easy of attalnment.

These things do not of them- 
selves ensure happiness; they but, 
clear the way of obstacles. Mere 
freedom from care Ss possible. on 
little ‘more foundation than this. "But 
freedom from care {s not happiness. 

In the .filrat’ century of. the 
Christian era Hved a Greck — slave 


called Epictetus. Here are one or} 


two.of his sayings:— 

“Men are disturbed, not by things, 
but’ by the: principles and notions 
which they. form concerning ‘things: 


sieeitienniber that you are on actor 
ina drama, of such a kind as the 
author pleases to make it. ‘If short, 
of a short one; if long, of u long one. 
If.it be his pleasure you should.act 
a poor man, a eripple, a governor, 
or a private person, see thit you act 
it naturally, For this is. your 
business, to act well the character 
axsigned to you; to choose Jt Is an- 
other's.” 

These quotations give some Idea 
of intelligent mocdesty—a_ very dif- 
ferent thing from servility or a 
sense of inferiority. 

When one hus reached this plateau 
of philosophy, and takes Jt for 
granted that we are what we are 


and could not have been otherwise; |+ 


there Is nothing to be ashumed of or 
concelted about in being what we 
arc and in being clrcumstanced as 
we nre; the feeling of safety, of 
standing on firm ground ls almost 
astounding in its comfort. That is 
the real bnsis on which happiness 
may be built. :

COMPLEX APPARATUS 
' OF £100, 000 STATION 


_ By L. MARSLAND GANDER 


T was ‘televised recently at’ the 
B.B.C.'s new Alexandra Place sta- 
tion. As I sat in the glare of a 
battery of lights, which beat on me 
like the tropical sun, my face was 
transmitted from one room to an- 
other, 


Television doubles the terrors of 
the sound studio. The sitter’ feels 
lilee an {insect under a microscope. 
He hns no idea whether his pieture 
fo being received, and, if so, what 
impression it is creating. 


him silently and remorselessly. 


» This experience occurred during a 
tour of the first station in the world 
built to give a public television ser= 
vice, It 4s more. than twice as 
powerful as any other television sta- 
tion and is destined to be four times 
as powerful. The cost is estimated 


[at £100,000. 


On thd ground floor are two large 
transmitting halls, one equipped with 
Balrd ‘and the other with Marconi~ 
EMI, apparntus, Above are dupli- 
cate rooma used as studios ot each 
system. 


The complexity of the equipment 
is--- enormous, —Fow -undorstand..-: its, 
Inner mysteries, and the B.B.C, en- 
gineers are being traintd by the 
expert staff of the two television’ 
companies. ; 


_ VALVE COOLING PLANT 


I wandered through a maze of 
grey and silver panels. In the 
Marconi-E.M.I, transmitting , hall 
there Js a sinister-looking piece of 
equipment in oa black cage, called o 


_ /-mercury arc rectifier. The inside Js 
‘| Tike o cave suffused with vioict light 


and when the apparatus is switched 
on and off a strange moan fs heard 
through the hall, 


Signals from the studio overhead 
are mngnificd a million times., Al- 
together 562 valves are used for the 
Marconl system alone. 
* Elaborate water-cooling plant for 
the valves is n feature of the Baird 

system. When the temperature rises 
above danger point there §s a system 
which automatically shuts down the 
station. 

Two 60 kilowatt valves, locked up 
like vatuables in a safe deposit, can 
be parted and reassembled in half 
an hour for the fitting of spare parts. 

Tn all the Marconi-E.M.I, trans- 
missions the Emitron camera, which 
picks up the ‘scene direct, will -be 
used. .In the Baird studio, however, 
intermediate film gear. has been 
installed.

Jthe point that Britain's prestige 


suffered a heavy blow when, 48 
champion of, collective pressure 
on Italy, she failed to prevent or 
stop the Italo-Ethiopian war, 
Had she been nble to secure the 
support which she had every 
reason to hope for, Ethiopia 
would probably never have fauen 
into Italian hands, and the 
League of Nations would not 
have been left in the difficult. 
position in which it finds itself 
to-day, with Ethiopia still claim- 
ing a right sovereignty over its 
own territory, To that extent, 


‘Ithe blame for inaction does not 


lie wholly at Britain’s door. It 
is true that Britain might have’ 
taken on Italy single-handed, but 
such a step might easily have 
provoked a world war. Matters 
would have been different had 
easure been brought by_ 
League members on Italy, the 
aggressor. . Since the Italian oc- 
cupation of Ethiopia, there have 
suggestions in certain 
quarters that Britain has lost 
grip of the Mediterranean situa- 
tion—that, in fact, she intends 
to adopt a policy involving scut- 
tling from her base at Malta. 
The growth of the Italian air 
arm has undoubtedly exposed
